The train 
which arrived here at 4 P.M. yesterday Drought 
eighteen of the wounded, none of whom are in a 
dangerous condition. Four of these, Mrs. MeColl 
and Norman MeColl (wife a

ton, N. Y.,and W.C. Sheppard, of New Orleans. 
were conveyed to &. Joveph’s InOrmary, on 
Fourth sireet,aad the others were cared for at 
the homes of their relatives and friends in the 
city.

done for their comfort aad restoration. 

WHAT THE PASSENGERS SY. 

As described by those who were aboird the Ll- 
fated train when it went down, the situation was 
awful In the extreme. In copversation with the 
above named gentiemen now at &:. Joseph's Ia- 
Srmmary, we have gleaned many interesting par- 
Viculars concerning the disaster. Most of the 
througb passengers from 
disembarked at Memphis 
and the cam were 
up to the time of the accidest. Seon after icar- 
ing Pa:i-, where the train men are changed. the 
passengers retiued for the night. An iacreased 
rate Of speed was Doticed by the passengers, and 
it operated to make many of them wakeful. Mr. 
Mr. MoColl, ope of toe killed, was even alarmed 
at the rapid motion of the train, end expressed 
his conviction that there was danger ahead. 
Other genutiemen in the same sieeping-car sbared 
this felling of Inx curity, and two of them, Mr. 
Doll and Mr. White, rose and dressed themsei ve: 
a litle while before the terrible crash. This idea 
may have been imaginary, bat there was fata:

THE MIDFIGHT SMASHUP.
